TEHRAN. May 4 (Agencies) 
— Thousands of Iranians in four 
cities marched Friday to protest 
toe assassination of Ayatollah 
Morteza Motahari, the official 
Pars news agency said.

CAIRO, May 4 (Agencies) —

In a statement issued by toe 
foreign ministry, Egypt said it 
would attend the conference of 
foreign ministers of 43 Islamic 
countries in Morocco, May 8th, on 
condition it discuss plans for 
summit to deal with toe Jerusalem 
issue. 

A close adviser to President 
Anwar Sadat said recently that a 
mass march on Jerusalem by as 
many as one million Muslims may 
be attempted if negotiations with 
Israel fail to win back the holy city . 
The talks specified in documents 
signed with toe Israeli-Egyptian 
peace treaty in March, are to start 
in three weeks. 

The adviser, Hassan Toharay, is 
to head Egypt's delegation to toe 
Islamic foreign ministers' meeting 
should a derision be made in 
advance to hold the summit con- 
ference. 

Jerusalem includes toe Al Aqsa 
Mosque, Islam's third holiest 
shrine. The Egyptian statement 
said that toe return of that sector 
of Jerusalem is“ the basic corners- 
tone for the establishment -of 
peace and security 7 ' in toe Middle 
East. 

The government of Israeli 
Prime Minister Menahem Begin 
has stated that it would never give 
up Jerusalem and that the holy city 
would “forever remain the united 
capital” of the Jewish state. But 
Egypt demands that the holy city 
be returned to the' Arabs when 
they regain the West Bank. .. 

Egyptian efforts regarding 
Israeli withdrawal received 
another setback Friday when an 
Israeli government spokesman 
denied a Cairo statement that the 
peace treaty between the two 
countries required withdrawal by 
Tel Aviv from all occupied ter- 
ritories. 

The spokesman said there was 
no basis to the conclusion that the 
treaty required Israel to leave the 
West Bank and Gaza as well as the 
Golan Heights. 

He said the Syrian Golan 
Heights were not even mentioned 
in the agreement and that Israel 
was left to settle that problem in 
direct negotiations with the 
Damascus authorities. 

“Furthermore the accords with 
Egypt provided that the Israeli 
defense forces will remain at 
agreed points after pulling back 
from their present position in 
Samaria, Judea (West Bank) and 
Gaza,” toe official added. 

The Egyptian Foreign Ministry 
issued a statement Thursday 
rejecting an Israeli position that 
would give the Palestinians 
“administrative autonomy 7 ' while 
endorsing Jewish settlement 
throughout toe West Bank. 

It said toe peace agreements 


provided for full autonomy, an 
end to Israeli militaiy rule and 
withdrawal of Israeli troops. 

■In New York, meanwhile, toe 
U.N. special committee on Pales- 
tinian rights expressed serious 
concern Thursday over the recent 
Israeli decision to authorize two 
new Jewish settlements on 
occupied territory.

morning to be questioned follow- 
ing a tense confrontation with 
Israeli troops on campus Thurs- 
day.

Bir-Zert University was ordered 
closed' indefinitely Wednesday 


after a riotous demonstration in 
which Israeli cars were stoned in 
the town of Bir Zeit, 15 miles 
north of Jerusalem. A Palestinian 
youth was wounded by a bullet 
apparently fired by an Israeli 
civilian “caught" in the demonst- 
ration. 

Bir Zeit issued a sharp denunci- 
ation of the closure, calling it 
another unjustified act that dis- 
rupts educational activities. A 
statement said the Israeli 
authorities bad a “fanciful view" 
of Bir Zeit, seeing it as a focus of 
West Bankers discontent with the 
Israeli occupation.

Dean Brown lashes out at 
Garter’s M.E. peace move

WASHINGTON, May 4 — A former U.S. ambassador to Jordan 
Friday attacked the Carter Administration's Middle East peace 
strategy as a “ political monstrosity ” and criticized the U.S. govern- 
ment for “ belittling and denigrating " Jordan and Santo Arabia. 

L. Dean Brown, now president of the Washington-based Middle 
East Institute, accused the administration of “ pettiness and petual- 
ance " in its pursuit of Israeli-Egyptian cooperatioo'and its refusal to 
broaden the peace process to include the Palestine liberation Organ- 
ization and other Arab parties to the dispute. 

Speaking before a convention here of the National Association of 
Arab Americans, Brown said it was “ a sad commentary to note that 
old friends (Jordan and Saudi Arabia) are expected to support auto- 
matically policies which are calculated quite largely in American 
domestic political terms and to accept therewith grave risks to their 
own domestic interests. " 

Brown also criticized President Carter for naming trade negotiator 
Robert Strauss as his special representative to toe-next round of 
peace negotiations. 

“ Mr. Strauss’ energy, ebullience and negotiating ability hardly 
compensate for his lack of knowledge in toe area of toe Middle East, 
of its peoples, and of its complex political problems. ” Brown said. 

The former envoy said the administration is trying to dictate the 
future of the Palestinian people without allowing them — through 
their representatives, the PLO — to participate in the process. 

Brown called this approach “a political monstrosity." 


Senate committee approves 
$ 450 million aid to Turkey 


WASHINGTON, May 4 ( R) 
— The Senate Foreign Relations 
Committee approved a $450 mil- 
lion aid package for Turkey 
Thursday but voted against a gift 
of $50 million worth of military 
equipment to the country. 

It also voted extra militaiy cre- 
dits for Greece to maintain the 
present aid ratio between the two 
countries and added$13 million to 
a $2 million administration 
request for humanitarian aid in 
Cyprus. 

The actions came as the com- 
mittee considered a foreign milit- 
ary aid bill for the year starting 
Oct. 1. It made several cots after' 
chairman Frank Church called for 
discipline in foreign aid spending, 
but then added aid elsewhere. 

The administration had sought 
aid to help Turkey, mainstay of 
NATO’s southeastern flank, deal 
with its pressing economic prob- 
lems and to halt erosion of its 
militaiy strength because of obso- 
lete and outworn arms. 

The debate on Turkish aid came 
against a background of lack of 
progress in the Cyprus dispute. 
Last year Congress lifted an arms . 
embargo a gainst Turkey with the 
hope that movement would be 
made towards a Cyprus settle- 
ment 


The com mil tee's bill will now go 
to the full Senate for approval.

U.N. to discuss Pretoria atomic plans 


UNITED NATIONS May 4 
(AP) — The U.N. committee 
monitoring the arms embargo 
against South Africa has 
announced it will meet to discuss 
nuclear collaboration with Pre- 
toria. 


U.N. official Marcia Cooper 
Pinchas said the public meeting 
would be held sometime during 
the week of May 14. but a specific 
date had not yet been set 
She said the recommendations 
of a U.N. seminar on South Afri- 
can nuclear capabilities, held in 
London last January, would be 
discussed by the committee. 


The seminar concluded that 
South Africa's nuclear capacity 
represented a “serious and 
immediate threat to world peace.” 
It called for an end to all nuclear 
contracts and agreements with 
South Africa and rejected any dis- 
tinction between peaceful or 
military nuclear collaboration 
with that country. 


“The international community 
will have to adopt measures to 
prevent South Africa from con- 
tinuing its present nuclear prog- 
ram” the seminar stated. 

South African nuclear dangers 
resulted from “the collaboration 


at various levels with the apar- 
theid regime by the United States 
of America, the United Kingdom, 
France and the Federal Republic 
of Germany, as well as Belgium, 
Israel, Japan, the Netherlands and 
Switzerland.” 

They had contributed to South 
Africa's nuclear capability 
“through assistance in uranium 
extraction and processing, supply 
of nuclear equipment, transfer of 
technology, provision of training 
and exchanges of scientists." 

The seminar report said that 
such collaboration created 
another obstacle to the elimina- 
tion of apartheid.

U.S. Senate passes bill 
to develop new missile 


WASHINGTON, May 4 
(Agencies) — The U.S. Senate 
Thursday approved a$ 2.1 billion 
defense bill authorizing full-scale 
development of a missfle that will 
become a mainstay of America’s 
nuclear arsenal in the mid 1980s. 

By a vote of 77 to- 12, it 
approved an addition to the 1979 
• defense authorization bill that 
mclnded $ 265 million to begin 
development of the MX iMissfle. 

The missile, which could be 
moved secretly from one hidden 
launch site to another, will be a 
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forspending nuclear power. 

Asked if Carter was now 
advocating an expansion of fed- 
eral nuclear power efforts, domes- 
tic policy adviser Stuart Eizenetat 
said simple, “No.” 

The letter was addressed to 
House of Representatives 
Speaker Thomas O'Neill and was 
distributed to several Congres- 


sional leaders, ■ 

Carter repeated his opposition 
■to the Clinch River project, which 
is costing U.S. taxpayers about $

PEKING, May 4 (Agencies) — 
China Friday took a hard line with 
Vietnam at toeir .pcacc talks and 
diplomats in Peking said toe 
negotiations may end soon in fail- 
ure or drag on for a long period. 

Chinese Vice-Foreign Minister 
Han Nianlong, addressing the 
meeting in Hanoi, accused Viet- 
nam of wanting to be toe Soviet- 
backed overlord of Indochina and 
Southeast Asia. 

Han said Vietnam must with- 
draw 200,000 troops it has 
stationed in Cambodia. 

In a speech reported by the offi- 
cial New China News Agency 
(NCNA), he also accused the Vie- 
tnamese of being self- 
contradictory and perfidious. 

The Hanoi meeting was toe 
third plenary session to follow toe 
month-long border war that 
stained Feb. 17 when China struck 
across its border with Vietnam in . 
response to what it called frontier 
provocations by its southern 
neighbor. 

The Vietnamese news agency 
Friday reported Hanoi's Vice- 
Foreign Minis ter and, Vietnamese 
delegation leader Phan Hien 

proposed that matters brought np 

by each side in the two earlier 
meetings — on April 18 and 26 — 
be dealt with alternatively at the 
fourth and fifth plenary sessions. 

Hien said that at the next ses- 
sion the Vietnamese proposal of 
taking urgent measures at ensur- 
ing peace in border areas ami an 
early exchange of prisoners of 
war be taken up. He said the Viet- 


namese side would be ready to 
hand the Chinese delegation a list 
of those Chinese captured in. the 
*ftr and expected toe Chinese to 
do likewise. 

At the fifth session, China’s ear- 
lier proposal and broader prop- 
osal of restoring friendly relations 
on the baas of five general princi- 
ples should be discussed, Hien 
said. 

At the same time, Hien recited a 
list of alleged border violations 
and provocations by China, 
including violations of Vietnam- 
ese air space and territorial waters 
in recent days. 

Chinese combat planes violated 
Vietnam's air space April 27 in 
Lai Chau province, while moire 
than 20 Chinese ships .and boats 
“ engaged in illegal activities” 
about eight miles inside Vietnam- 
ese waters April 28, Hien said. 
The most recent incident, accord- 
ing to the vice foreign minister, 
took place Wednesday when a 
Chinese ship intruded into Viet- 
nam's territorial waters 10 miles 
east of Bach Long VI Island. 

Hien’s lengthy speech mclnded 
the now standard attacks by Hanoi 
accusing the Chinese of using toe 
“ negotiating table for toe pur- 
pose of implementing the Chinese 
leaders’ big expansionist and 
begemonistic ” schemes. He said 
China was seeking a military 
alliance with the United States but 
that Hanoi did not demand Peking 
“ give np its relations with the 
United States as a precondition 
for a normalization of relations 


between Vietnam and China. ” _ 

The diplomats in Peking said* 
Vietnam would be. fhfable 
accept the comments made by the 
Chinese delegate, which would 
mean either quick failure of the 
talks or their dragging on inter- 
minably. 

A number of Western analysts 
in Bangkok and Hanoi see little 
hope for fruitful results from the 
talks and note that toe border ten- 
sion is only a small part of the 
problem. The larger one by far, 
they say, is the Sino- Soviet dispute 
with Peking’ s leaders viewing Vie- 
tnam as a Soviet “ puppet. ” 

Although toe talks show signs of 
continuing, the propaganda blasts: 
by both rides have continued, if 
not increased, in recent weeks.

Mis. Thatcher’s success brings down the curtain on an era 
of British politics characterized by economic chaos at home 
and a surprising lack of imagination in the country's interna- 
tional relations. 

But to expect the Tory victory to provide an instant cure 
for all of Britain’s ailments can only magnify the relative 
disappointment once the euphoria is gone and Britons realize 
that the course to economic and political recovery is long and 
arduous. But if Mrs. Thatcher honors her campaign promises 
— and there is no reason to doubtthat she will — Britain could 
recapture part of its former status as an industrial giant and 
regain some of the international confidence it lost through 
indecisive and often vague policies. 

The immediate task she and her Conservative Party face 
must be the restoration of free enterprise. The nation’s indus- 
trialists, traders and intellectuals must be given the incentive 
to invest at home, and to end the brain and the capital drain 
that has compounded to the country's difficulties in the last 
few years. Her promises to ease the tax burden can only 
promise a reversal of the trend. The. other major issue that 
could spell the greatest difficulty for the new government is 
the trade union movement, a force that has acquired powers 
and authority out of all proportion to its active membership. 
The labor unions have literally held the country hostage on 
many occasions and have demonstrated an alarming degree of 
selfishness, to the detriment of the whole nation. But to set a- 
collision course with the unions is something Mrs. Thatcher is 
unlikely to risk, and she will no doubt attempt to treat the issue 
with tact. How successful she is can decide the survival of her 
government 

On the international level, and particularly in relation to 
th& Middle East, it is hoped that tile new government will take 
a more positive and active role than its predecessor, and join 
the search Cot a just and lasting peace in the region. It is also 
hoped that the Conservatives will allay suspicions in the Mid- 
dle East as in Rhodesia that they will follow the traditional line 
of their party that was one of the more unfortunate influences 
in shaping the history of the region. But bygones are bygones, 
and we hope that the new government will make a new start 
and take an objective look at the conflict, and act with the 
courage expected of it. 

In the last few years, the Soviets have made major prog- 
ress in subduing the European spirit, and intimidated Euro- 
pean governments have in general been satisfied with leaving 
the problem to the U-S. The result was a weaker Europe, and 
military weakness tends to translate itself into political weak- 
ness. Iris not confrontation that is called for, but the cultiva- 
tion of a policy that would introduce a rational dimension to 
superpower politics, and Britain can be instrumental in bring- 
ing about such a change.

1 pime Minister Pierre Trudeau attacked his opponent so hard 
that he seemed tike the hungry political challenger rather than 
an incumbent with 11 years in office. 

This reversal of roles in Canada’s election campaign lends 
credence to the widespread belief that Trudeau is waging an 
uphill battle for a fourth term. 

With his jaw thrust out, with his accusing finger pointing 
in all directions, the 59-year-old liberal prime minister was 
dearly taking a gamble with his hard-hitting approach. 

His Conservative challenger, Joe Clark, by contrast, has 
campaigned so serenely that he almost looks like a prime 
minister already assured of reelection. The 39-year-old dark 
was risking tittle as he talked about negotiation and concilia- 
tion. 

The reversal of roles, apart from reflecting the distinct 
possibility that Trudeau may be defeated on May 22, indicates 
that the personalities of tbs two men have emerged as the 
clearest issue feeing the country's 13 million voters. 

The latest Gallup poll put the two major parties at 41 
percent each. But political experts here say that this result 
gives a slight edge to Clark since liberal strength is concen- 
trated in the French speaking Quebec while Conservatives are 
ahead in En glish Canada, which has three-quarters of the 
seats in parliament. 

Not only has Trudeau been hammering Clark, but also 
has lashed out at the unemployed, farmers and other critics 
who do not share his view that national unity endangered by 
Quebec^ s secessionist movement is the most important issue 
in +fa»- campaign. 

Trudeau'S behavior is believed to steed in part from a 
great emotional strain caused by his estranged wife Margaret 5 s 
memoirs, “Beyond Reason.” The publication of the book, 
which includes her tales of drugs and wild living and reveals 
details of the Trudeaus’ marital difficulties, coincided with the 
first phase of the campaign. Trudeau is known to have been 
deeply wounded by thq book. 

After someone shotted an Obscenity about his wife as he 
was entering a campaign rally in Vancouver, Trudeau deli- 
vered a hard-hitting speech berating demonstrating unemp- 
loyed, telling them to stop drinking and find a job. 

“Come on, there are people here who are working and 
they’re doing an honest day’s work, they’re not just being paid 
to cany a si gn around like you are. You want a job? Well stop 
drinking and you’ll get a job. 

While talking to farmers in Quebec Trudeau attacked 
th em as “chronic grumblers.” 

“Sure fanners are guys who grumble by profession. They 
grumble about temperature when there ’s sun and they say 
there’s too much, when there's rain they say there’s too much. 
A farmer is a grumbler, be’s happy, when he grumbles.” 

These remarks and other similar outbursts by Trudeau 
have been used by Clark to his own advantage. 

Clark’s campaign echoes that of Jimmy patter’s in 1976. 
While avoiding any precise definitions and commitments, 
Clark has been saying that Canada needs a government as 
decent and as compassionate as the Canadian people them- 
selves. And his basic promise is that a Conservative govern- 
ment would restore Canadians* sense of pride. 

Trudeau’s highly publicized attacks have taken attention 
away from his bask: campaign theme: that Canada needs a 
strong central government to face Quebec secessionists and 
the demands for more power from western provinces. His 
combative style was in part designed to show Trudeau as the 
country’s only leader strong enough to steer Canada through 
tough times ahead. In every speech he attacks Clark as a kind 
of “headwater” for power-hungry provincial premiers. 

Clark talks little about national unity and the possibility 
of Quebec's secession, saying only that Trudeau has ruled by 
confrontation rather than conciliation. Instead Clark focuses 
almost exclusively on economic problems such as Canada’ s 8 
percent unemployment, 9 percent inflation and a dollar which 
has declined 16 percent in value against the U.S. dollar since 
1977. 

Clark's low-key style grows from a conviction among his 
strategists that Trudeau, after 11 years in office, is himself the 
chief campaign issue and that by avoiding any serious mistakes 
the Conservative Party will win. 

Both sides have advanced various schemes to ease the tax 
burden of Canadians, bur these are poorly defined and are 
viewed largely as campaign promises. 

frooicaify the leader of Quebec's secessionists, premier 
Rene Levesque who precipitated th^ current national unity 
crisis, is not participating in the debate. Leversque is on a 
honeymoon in southern France, a gesture his supporters 
describe as symbolizing French- Canada’s indifference to 
Canadian politics. 

There are growing indications here that neither of the two 
major parties would win majority in the next parliament and 
that the small socialist New Democratic Party may emerge 
holding the balance of power. 

The cynical view at this half-way point in the campaign 
was expressed by Peter Newman of the National weekly 
ma gazine “Maclean’s.” He said the most beneficial outcome 
would be a Conservative victory that would force Trudeau’s 
resignation “to be followed shortly by another election that 
would bring about a Liberal minority triggering Jean Clarks 
departure. 

“Then we could start all over again. Meanwhile the 
nation’s voters can only hope that one of the two hoofers due 
to form the next government will wake up to some higher ideal 
than capturing or retaining power.” — (WP) 
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Giscard boost for Brezhnev

MOSCOW, 

Soviet President Leonid Brezhnev reacted forcefully against the 
West’s infatuation with China in his speech at a dinner in honor of 
President Valery Giscard cTEstaing at the Kremlin last week. 

Brezhnev implicity warned that Soviet action against China 
cannot be ruled out if the Chinese continue to behave in an “irres- 
ponsible and aggressive" fashion. He also put at rest recent specula- 
tion that an improvement in Smo- Soviet relations may be in the 
offing by his tough stance towards Peking. 

But the most interesting aspect of the performance by the Soviet 
leader, which put the French President on the defensive, is that it was 
mainly directed against Anglo-American anti-Sovietism. 

Brezhnev's prologue to a rather mundane official visit thus 
transformed it into a matter of wider importance. It was done partly 
because the French had warned in advance that they intended to take 
up wider issues and so the Soviet leader not only sought to pre-empt 
this but to define the context of the discussions. 

Most satisfactory for the Soviet leader was the French presi- 
dent’s acknowledgement that “France appreciated the restraint that 
was displayed by the Soviet Union during the recent events in South- 
east Asia." A similar comment has been made by West German 
Chancellor Helmut Schmidt. 

Tlie significance of Giscanfs tribute, as well as Brezhnev’s 
comments about China (without naming it) was deeper, however. 
Giscard 1 s praise of Brezhnev in the context of Chinese actions in 
Southeast Asia was a mild but very dear rebuke to China. 

Since the French have been particularly active in cultivating 
China and claiming a special understanding with Peking, it is all the 
more significant. 

For the Russians, it was proof chat Paris and Bonn were now 
dissociating themselves from the United States policy regarding 
China and the Soviets. 


But there was another important reason why Brezhnev pro 
voked this exchange of remarks. At the moment the Russians an 
concerned more about Britain than about China and they fear tha 
Mrs Margaret Thatcher, who became Britain’s prime minister, i 
going to be a great “ disruptive influence" in Europe as far as th 
Soviet Union is concerned. . 

In Moscow’s view, wife her anti-Soviet attitude she will try h 
push Europe, particularly France and Germany, towards a stronge 
line against the Soviet Union. 

Besides, the Russians fear too that she may follow an extreou 
line on the delicate political situation in Southern Africa and tnak 
Moscow come out more openly in its backing for SWAPO in Namibi 
and the Patriotic Front guerrillas in Zimbabwe. This will inevitabl 
create new points of tension. 

Therefore Brezhnev wanted, if only indirectly, some sign tha 
other European powers win resist Mrs. Thatcher’s attempts to creati 
an anti-Soviet alliance in Europe. 


Indeed, when the French president discussed the African ques- 
tion here, it was politely indicated to him that restraint was not t 
prerogative of the Soviet Union alone. 

But while the American and European dimensions of the puhlh 
and private exchanges between Giscard and Brezhnev on China wen 
important, the Chinese dimension is of no less significance. Am 
whether the Soviet leader was aware of it in advance or not, he was 
immensely helped by Giscard 1 s response. 


Brezhnev was not only trying to convey to the Chinese tha 
Moscow was neither intimidated by Chinese action against Vietnan 
nor impressed by Peking's supporters infoe West. He was abc 
aiming to strip some of foe glamor off Deng Xiaoping. 

Giscard 1 s indirectly affirmative response in the form of praising 
the Soviet attitude, went a long way towards helping tins aim. —

Rebuilding Uganda’ s economy

KAMPALA. Uganda — 

When Uganda’s provisional government was sworn in three 
weeks ago, there were no flowery speeches, catchy slogans or lofty 
promises. There was only the solemn recognition that Uganda's 
reconstruction would be a monumental task. 

Uganda's wounds have all been self-inflicted, but Uganda enters 
its reconstruction era as one of the most devastated and helpless 
countries in black Africa. 

“I stand here and I look around at what has to be done and lask 
yon, where do we begin?” said Dr. Martin Aliker, a Chicago- 
educated dentist who returned from exile to become President 
Yusufu Lule’s top ‘adviser. 

Aliker was standing on the lawn of Entebbe state house, once 
the British governor’s residence. The two-story stucco bufldmg had 
fallen into disrepair and needed painting. The tennis court was over- 
grown with weeds. Two huge elephant tusks in the vestibule were 
covered with dust. The four upstairs bedrooms had been stocked, 
until the day before, with shotguns, rifles and grenades. 

- The condition of state house was symbolic of the health of 
Uganda itself The economy had collapsed, the army had disinte- 
grated, the downtown areas of Kampala and Entebbe had been 
stripped bare by looters. The communications, transportation and 
public health systems had simply stopped working. 

There was probably not a typewriter or file cabinet left in any 
government ministry. Most government records had been destroyed 
by Ta n za n ian soldiers and civilian looters, and the streets of Kampala 
were strewn with secret documents, personnel files, pay records, and 
national archives. Telephone and telex communications between 
Uganda and the rest of the world ended abruptly April 14 when a 
microwave relay station broke down for unknown reasons. 

Fanners had largely abandoned their coffee, tea and cotton fields 
because there was no monetary incentive. Most of Kampala's taxis, 
buses and private vehicles had been stolen by fleeing troops, and the 
capital was virtually without transportation — and without food and 
medicine as well. 

Two days after Tanzanian and insurgent Ugandan forces cap- 


tured Kampala, foe new government called in Idi Amin's po 
commanders and told them to have their men bade on the streets 
next day. Surprisingly, they were there as instructed, wearing ne

Tbetour, believed to be the first 
of- its kind in Saudi Arabia, fea- 
tured a series of concerts and 
exhibitions highlighting various 
aspects of Morocco in an effort to 
eaoourage cultural exchanges with 
the North African Arab state. 

- During the concerts, master of 
ceremonies Muhammad Abu 
Sawab helped to establish a rap- 
port between performers and 

• audiences which took hold almost 
fromthe first minute of the- show 
and did not slacken until after a 
gnmd finale four hours later. 

Dressed in a dark “kashaba" 
and wearing the traditional 
Moroccan footgear' 1 (a kind of 
slipper called “bligha”), Abu 
Sawab regaled his audiences with 
anecdotes and announcements. 
Eveh when be used the Moroccan 
dialect, his actor’s delivery span- 
ned such a gamut of nuance and 
tone — from high-pitched squeals 
to bass growls — tbkt the audience 
caught the spirit of his humor. 

Such unlikely subjects as stu- 
dent essays on soccer matches 
washed out by rain were grist for 
his mill. Abu Sawab’ s tales pro- 
vided a thread of continuity bind- 
ing the evening's entertainment 
together. 

• To open the show, an orchestra 
garbed in additional attire 
(including the fez) performed two 
pieces erf classical music. The 
instrumentation included violins, 
drums, ouds, tambourines, cellos 
and an ancient instrument known 
as M arebab.” The music dates back 
to the Middle Ages when Arab 

. inhabitants of the Moorish king- 
dom of Andalusia were thrust 
back across the strait of Gibraltar 
by the kings of Spain. Known to 
this day as Andalusian music, it is 
stffl performed in countries such as 
Morocco where the Moors reset- 
tled. That it has survived at all is 
considered “a miracle,"' according 
to Ahmed Sefriwi, director of fine 
arts with Morocco's Ministry of 
Cultural Affairs. 

Andalusian music alternates 
vocal passages with instrumental 
interludes. The sinuous strings of 
quarter tones and the contxapunal 
texture of male-voices give the- . 
music variety and depth. Violins 
are played while held on the knee, 
recalling the days when perfor- 
mers sa t on the floor. 

Next a troupe of male dancers 
from the region of Agadir in 
southern Morocco performed a 
series of rhythmically disciplined 
steps. Accompanied by large, flat 
drums, these amateur dancers — 
most of them farmers and small 
merchants — worked up a pitch of 
excitement, and the audience's 
response was ecstatic. 

The force of the music lies in its 
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use of an insistent and gradually 
accelerating rhythm. This is rein- 
forced by the clapping of the dan- 
cers ‘themselves and finally by a 
percussion instrument which, 
when struck, emits the dear tone 
of a bell. 

The dancing itself is robust. The 
men link hands and stomp in a line 
while an older man shouts at them 
and skips around, like a drill 
sergeant hounding new recruits. 

Ancient tradition is preserved 
in these dances. Some have been 
performed for centuries at festi- 
vals, marriages and special occa- 
sions. 

Some of the dances involve 
weaponry. The Boujmaha 
brothers squared off with two 
twirling muskets, while two other 
dancers performed intricate ges- 
tures with sharp knives. 

Movements in the dance reflect 
the styles of different parts of 
Morocco. The “earth- tremor” 
movement of the shoulders, which 
was particularly impressive for the 
Dhahran audience, characterizes 
dancing in Morocco's Souss plain. 

The first half of the program 
concluded with what may have 
been the hi g hli gh t for many of the 
students in the auditorium. The 
popular group Gilgilaila per- 
formed two songs. 

The five young members of this 
group all received their musical 
education in Morocco although 
they actually met, in 1972, at the 
Olympia, the famous Parisian 
music hall. Their success was 
immediate. 

“As it happened,” one of them 
explained backstage during the 
mtennission, “our start coincided 
with a change in the public s taste. 
People were tired of the usual love 
songs and ready for something dif- 
ferent.” 

That “something different” was 
Gilgilaila 1 s update of traditional 
Moroccan forms. 
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A troupe pf Moroccan dancers 



“Our musical heritage is. 
enormously rich in words, 
rhythms and expressions. What 
we attempted to do was to renew 
the classical forms to suit present 
circumstances. We think of ourse- 
lves as a ‘popular' group in the 
true sense of the word” said one 
of the band 1 s members. 

The first appeal of Gilgilaila was 
to Arab workers, because their 
songs touched the workers' lives 
directly. They sang of the daily 
miseries of living at the subsis- 
tence level — not the more 
ethereal agonies of children's faity 
tales. 

Gilgilaila’s 1974 tour of 
Europe, which took them through 
Belgium, the Netherlands and 
Germany, was followed with real 
enthusiasm not only by Arab 
workers but by European fans as 
well. 

Arab culture and the history 
from which it springs are a source 
of pride to the band. 

In Dhahran, on the night of 
their appearance, the curtains 
parted to reveal the five musicians 
lined up behind the assorted 
drums and mandolins on which 
they accompany their songs.The 
drums come in different sizes, 
each with a distinctive timbre and 
with names like “bendeer” and 
“tribelitz.” 

The first song started with a 
poem: 

“Jerusalem calls you: 

O .Arab, respond.” 

Later, group members related 
this song to their social point of 
view. It was dedicated to the 
Palestinian resistance, they said, 
and in their lyrics, Gilgilaila urged 
people“to unite around the Pales- 
tinian cause in order to insure its 
victory." 

The response which their per- 
formance evoked in Dhahran can 
perhaps best be described by one

WASHINGTON. May 4 (AP) — 
The United States' coal produc- 
tion could triple without neces- 
sitating a reduction in government 
environmental, health and safety 
standards, a Congressional agency 
reported Thursday. 

However, in a report to Con- 
gress, the Office of Technology 
Assessment said the demand for 
U.S. coal will stay relatively level 
unless other fuel options are 
denied to American industry and 
power plants. 

“ Coal is not normally the fuel 
of choice unless it offers a large 
cost advantage, ” the report said. 
“ Many users will prefer oil and 
natural gas as long as they are 
available, despite higher prices, 
because of their greater conveni- 


production and use by 2000 
appears to . be possible without 
either ^ substantial regulatory 
relaxation or major technological 
innovation. ’’ 

As it looks now, U.S. coal 
demand should at least double by 
the turn of the century because of 
likely shortages of competing 
fuels, it said.

Scottish Nationalists mauled in election 


LONDON, May 4 ( AP) — The 
Scottish National Party (SNP), 
which seeks independence for 
Scotland, has been badly mauled 
in fee election and lost at least 
nine of its 1 1 constituencies. 

With almost all the results in 
from Scotland's 71 constituencies 
Friday, the Nationalists had held 
on to only two. 

The massive swing against the 
SNP, which mushroomed into a 
major political force five years ago 
amid a singe of nationalist senti- 
ment in Scotland, confirmed the 
party is in serious trouble. 

Tbe W h ipp in g was fee etirhax'fo 
a string of political setbacks for the 
nationalists over fee last two years 
and looked like ending any pros- 
pect of some local autonomy for 
the next few years. 


One of the SNP s casualties was 
Winnie Ewing, who won fee 
party’s first seat in 1967. She was 
defeated in Moray and Nairn by 
the Conservatives, but declared 
defiantly. “We'll be back." 

Mis. Ewing who lost by 400 
votes, said, " We’ ve lost this battle 
but our cause is just and we 
haven't lost fee war.” 


But it looks like being a lor 
war. The SNPs flagging fortuni 
were battered farther by a signi 
ream well in support for the Cm 
servative Party, which is bitted 
opposed to any home rule, k 
alone independence.
